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if the change in the language is exactly Senator Chambers' words 
but he had recommended language that be used. So if he wants to 
use this as a method of getting back to...at me, that's fine. 
I'm a big girl. But I think that it's rather unfair to deny 
volunteer firefighters workers' compensation coverage because 
he's mad at me. Thank you, Mr. President.
SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: Senator Chambers.
SENATOR CHAMBERS: Mr. President, members of the Legislature,
I'd like to ask Senator Hudkins a question.
SENATOR HUDKINS: Yes.
SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: Senator, would you respond?
SENATOR CHAMBERS: Senator Hudkins, did you have a priority bill
this session?
SENATOR HUDKINS: Yes, I did, and you spoke against...
SENATOR CHAMBERS: This was not your pri...
SENATOR HUDKINS: ... that.
SENATOR CHAMBERS: ...this was not your priority bill?
SENATOR HUDKINS: No, you know that it wasn't.
SENATOR CHAMBERS: Thank you. I want everything in the record
also. Senator Hudkins is Chairperson of the Rules Committee and 
everybody who supported her at the beginning of the session was 
so happy to put me in a box and I told you all that I play 
hardball. Well, now things were rocking along and then she 
decided to just gratuitously take a swipe at me and show me 
where the Legislature had been able to handle me. Well, fine, 
let them do to me what they think they can do when they're in 
their little Rules Committee meetings. Then I'll do what I can 
do when I'm on my little legislative floor. And I'm going to 
tell everybody on this floor I will do what I think I ought to 
do when I want to do it and nobody, no matter what, is going to
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
